Ambassador Robert J. McCloskey, serving as chief State 
Department spokesman during the Kissinger visit to the 


Chinese capital, which winds up Wednesday, told reporters 
after the Kissinger-Mao meeting: 
“Chairman Mao expressed his welcome to Dr Kissinger 
on his revisit to China and had a conversation with him on a 
wide range of subjects in a friendly atmosphere. 
“ At the end of the meeting, Chairman Mao asked Dr. 
Kissinger to convey his regards to President Nixon.” 
McCloskey, who coordinated the brief announcement 
with his Chinese counterpart, told reporters under 
questioning 
that 
Kissinger also had expressed 
the 
President’s best wishes to Mao. 


The lengthy meetings by Kissinger with Mao and Chou 
fueled speculation that broadened Sino-American contacts 
would result from the Kissinger visit, but no details were 
immediately forthcoming.

Committee calls for 


Changes in state colleges 


Committee claims criminal 
conflict of interest in SBA 


SACRAMENTO (U FI) - An important legislative 
committee has called for several significant changes in the 
way California runs its colleges and universities, ranging 
from increased recruitment of minorities to changes in the 
terms of university regents. 
The recommendations are included in the final report of 
the Joint Committee on the Master Plan for Higher Educa­ 
tion, which proposes educ 
anal changes to the legislature. 
One of the more controversial proposals would more than 
triple the number of students accepted on University of 
California and state university campuses without meeting 
the regular academic requirements. 
The purpose of the change would be to attract more 
promising low income or minority students, and to learn 
how relevant the academic requirements are. 
At present both UC and the state universities allow about 4 
per cent of their students to waive regular requirements. 
The legislative committee wants that increased to 12 xk per 
cent. 
Another recommendation is to equalize the terms of all 
state college and university trustees at 8 years. 
Currently, UC regents serve 16 years, California State 
University and College trustees for eight years and 
California Community Colleges trustees for four years. 
The greatest opposition to this recommendation has

But to reliably meet the area’s power hunger. Perry 
asserted, it is necessary to provide a greater capacity than 
actually demanded. Otherwise, he indicated, a dry year in 
the Pacific Northwest, which would limit the wattage of 
hydroelectric power which could be shunted to California, 
and perhaps one or two unexpected breakdowns, could set 
up outages. 


The Federal Power Commission recommends a 20 per 
cent reserve capacity, Perry said Without Diablo, PG&E's

The planning lead time for electrical generating units has 
lengthened from a previous five years to 10 years, Perry 
added.

MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif 
(UPI) — New support for a 
theory that life may exist on 
the giant planet Jupiter was 
announced Sunday by the 
National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. 
NASA is interested in the 
new discovery because its 
Pioneer 10 spacecraft will 
make 
man’s 
first 
close 
encounter 
with 
Jupiter—which is 11 times 
the diameter of Earth—on 
Dec. 3. 
Pioneer 
will be 81,000 
miles from Jupiter and is 
not intended to determine 
the existence of Jovian life, 
but its 
mission includes 
gathering much information 
relating to the question. 
The new support for the 


theory of the existence of 
life on Jupiter consisted of 
the discovery of rod-shaped 
bacteria 
in 
an 
isolated 
alkaline spring in Northern 
California by two NASA 
biologists, Paul Deal and 
Kenneth A. Souza of the 
Ames Research Center. 
They 
immersed 
the 
bacteria 
in 
a 
sodium 
hydroxide solution 10 times 
more alkaline than the level 
thought possible for living 
o rg a n isim s.

constituent of lye, but the 
b a c te r ia 
continued 
swimming, growing and re­ 
producing.

At a recent meeting of the Lompoc-Vandenberg 
Branch of the American Association of University 
Women, Gary 
Hart, a member of the Coastal 
Planning Commission for the tri-counties region, 
discussed the workings of the Commission which was 
established to assure that the coastline would be open 
to the public. 
Between last November, when Proposition 20 was 
passed, and February 1, 1973 (date Commission was 
activated), Mr. Hart stated that there was much 
development 
of 
coastal 
properties. 
In 
general, 
property values of developed properties have risen 
over the year, while values of undeveloped properties 
have decreased generally. Mr Hart stated that while 


many supporters of Proposition 20 expected it to solve 
all coastal problems this is not so 
The regional Commission has been very busy having 
reviewed over 800 peí mits thus far, of which 580 were 
granted and 20 denied This regional commission has 
authority over property within 1,000 yards of the mean 
high tide along 200 miles of the California coastline 
Permits must be approved by local authorities before 
being submitted to the Coastline Commission. 
With the number of permit requests, the local 
commission has had difficulty devoting enough time 
to the planning aspect of its duties. It has a mandate 
to compile a Coastal Plan covering various elements 
such as marine resources, land use, recreation, etc., 


which is to be submitted to the legislature by 1976 The 
tri-counties regional Commission is working on the 
Marine Resources Element of the plan, working with 
a professional staff providing expert information 
Mr Hart stated that he felt the success of the local 


commission was due to citizen pressure, especially in 


the Santa Barbara and Morro Bay areas. He feels that 


it would be beneficial for the positions on the 
Commission to be 
full-time. 
He feels that the 
Commission is being fair to property owners and is 


trying to set-up criteria for accepting or rejecting 
permit requests equitably. 
During the questioning period, Hart stated that the 
Commission can overturn the ruling of a local 
governmental body which covers property within its 


jurisdiction until 1976, at which time the legislature 


will receive the coastal plan and will decide if the 
regional and state commissions will continue. Asked 
about policing power, he stated that violations are 
turned over to the Attorney General 
Questioned 


about handling of permits, he explained that non- 


controversial permit requests are placed on a consent 


agenda at each meeting and that other requests are 


handled through public hearings Only three of the 12 
members of the regional commission need request 


that a permit be removed from the consent agenda for 
it to be considered separately. 
When asked about possible development on our own 


area. Hart said that just recently information had 
been received from Bixby Ranch concerning the 
development of a new town but that no actual permit 
requests had been received as yet

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'Hee Haw' comedian 
shot to death 


NASHVILLE, Tenn (UPI) - The lanky “ Stringbean” of 
the Grand Ole Opry and “ Hee Haw,” David Akeman, and 
his wife were shot to death early Sunday when they 
returned from a performance and apparently surprised 
burglars at their isolated farm home. 
The bodies of Akeman, 58, and his wife, Estelle, 60, were 
found by another Opry star, Louis “ Grandpa” Jones, who 
arrived just after dawn to pick them up for a fishing trip 
Akeman was sprawled on the living room floor, his wife 


lay in weeds about 20 yards from the red frame house that 
sits on a 300-acre lot at the end of a country road 
They apparently had been shot to death by burglars, 
police said. 
“ From all indications, he came home and surprised them 
in the act and was shot,” said Detective Lt. Tom Cathey. 
Akeman had been shot once. Mrs Akeman, who apparently 
was in the car when her husband entered the home and fled 
when she heard the shot, was felled by three shots. 
“ We believe he had several thousand dollars on him,” the 
detective said. “ The house had been ransacked and they 
apparently were looking for money which Mr. Akeman, 
Stringbean,’ was thought to have been carrying.” 
Cathey would not say what the thief or thieves made off 
with, but what they did not get was a priceless banjo willed 
to Akeman by the legendary Uncle Dave Macon. The five- 
string instrument was found sitting on the porch of the farm 
house.

Impeachment thoughts 


Watergate 
is 
developing 
such 
momentum that each day brings new and 
startling 
development. 
Ed ito rial 
comments are 
valid 
only 
for 
the 
newspaper edition in which they appear — 
it they hold up that long. 
It was certainly a stunning revelation 
that two of the tapes did not exist. Last 
week, it was more stunning to hear that 
the tapes are 
barely discernible, of 
extremely 
poor 
quality 
and 
almost 
impossible to transcribe. 


Bizarre is the only word for all of this. 
The 
nation 
went 
to the 
brink of 
presidential impeachment, and still hangs 
there, because of Mr. Nixon’s refusal to 
release the Watergate tapes to Judge John 
Sirica. Then, under pressure, he relented, 
but now we are told two of the tapes that 
might have gone far toward establishing 
the President s innocence or complicity in 
the sordid affair just aren’t available in 
this world. Furthermore, what tapes may 
be available can’t be understood. 


Now the question. Now that the tapes in 
which the nation invested such overriding 
concern appear to have evaporated in thin 
air. what remedy or remedies remain in 
the hands of Congress or the courts? 
It begins to appear that a full-scale 


impeachment 
proceeding 
against 
the 
President may be the only way to get the 
truth. 
But there is a problem in that the 
Constitution 
specifies 
impeachable 
offenses as “ treason, bribery, or other 
high crimes and misdemeanors.” The 
impeachment process is, first of all, an 
inquiry 
conducted 
by 
the 
House 
of 
Representatives into one or more of those 
charges. It may or may not lead to actual 
indictment and trial by Senate. 
The House, lacking any hard evidence 
against 
Richard 
Nixon, 
would 
nevertheless have to charge him with 
some offense, probably under the broad 
heading of “ misdemeanors,” simply in 
order to obtain the information which 
would enable it to discover any offense had 
been committed at all. 
It would 
in effect, 
be a kind of 
inquisition, and it appears that not many 
members of Congress are eager at this 
juncture to take such a drastic step. 
In light of his strong statement last week 
that he would not resign, it would appear, 
however, that the only true way to get at 
the truth would be to follow the advice of 
Republican Senator George D. Aiken of 
Vermont: “ Impeach him or get off his 
back.”

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Voter discontent 


WASHINGTON -The elections 
last week, if they proved anything, 
showed that the ins are in bad 
trouble, whether Republicans or 
Democrats. In New Jersey the 
massive democratic sweep brought 
in not only Brenda T. Byrne as 
governor but control of both houses 
of the legislature, thereby ending 
four years of Republican rule. 
While the result 
there 
was 
more 
impressive 
than 
anywhere else, the 
same outcome was 
registered with a 
few 
exceptions 
around the country. 
The 
Republican 
candidate in New 
Je rs e y , 
Rep. 
Charles W. Sand­ 
man Jr., 
was no bargain and his last-minute 
demagogic appeals on the abortion 
question badly backfired. 
On both sides of the continent the 
voters said “ no” to propositions of 
Republican governors. In California 
they turned down Ronald Reagan’s 
constitutional 
amendment 
that 
would have fixed a ceiling on state 
spending with a limit of state taxes. 
Reagan had stumped the state for 
his proposal, and rejection is a 
setback 
for 
his 
presidential 
ambitions. 
In New York the voters turned 
down Gov. Nelson Rockefeller’s $3 5 
billion transportation bond issue. 
This was designed to reshape the 
transportation tangle in New York 
City, give commuters a break and 
cut down the pollution coming from 
the one-man - to - one- car traffic 
clogging the highways in and out of 
the city. Rockefeller, too, is on the 
presidential 
trail, 
and 
what 
happened on Tuesday will be a blow 
to a comprehensive plan that could 
have advertised to a nation suffering 
from many of the same ills. 
The ancient formula — turn the 
rascals out — is a reflection of the 
winter of America’ deep discontent. 
In the drive to bring about President 
Nixon’s resignation or, failing that, 
his impeachment is an expression of 


this discontent on the national level. 
The indignation behind the ancient 
formula is understandable. With it 
goes a sense of betrayal. But, given 
the complexity of the times and the 
peril inherent in a world of nuclear 
stalemate, it hardly seems enough. 
Dumping Nixon and putting Gerald 
Ford in his place is bound to bring 
an improvement, such is the current 
belief. 
One of the few men in public life 
trying 
to enlarge 
the political 
dialogue beyond merely turning out 
the rascals is Mayor Kevin White of 
Boston. 
He proposes a special 
presidential election to be held in 
1974 to elect a President and a vice 
president. In the interval Ford 
would be acting President following 
Nixon’s removal from office by one 
means or another. 
A fte r 
c o n fe rrin g 
w ith 
distinguished 
members 
of 
the 
Harvard Law School faculty, White 
is convinced there is no bar in the 
constitution 
to 
such 
a 
special 
election. It would require a law 
passed by both Houses of Congress 
and the process would then follow a 
normal 
presidential 
election 
— 
party conventions in September, 
voting on a President and vice 
president to come along with the 
congressional elections. 


White argues that putting Ford in 
the place of Nixon would settle 
nothing 
nor would 
it end 
the 
dennybrook growing out of the 
Nixon 
administration 
scandals. 
From the practical political point of 
view Ford’s renunciation of any 
ambition 
for 
1976 
is 
heavily 
discounted. 


Established 
in 
the 
office, 
confronting a sea of troubles, he 
would win wide sympathy. Put 
forward as another Harry Truman, 
as the modest man from Michigan, 
he would be unbeatable. This seems 
not to have occurred to those, 
including 
many 
prom inent 
Democrats, clamoring for Nixon’s 
removal. 


There would be no reason, with 
Nixon out, why Ford could not be a 


candidate for the two-year term, 
taking his case for vindication to the 
country. 
The White scenario must remain a 
dream sequence so long as President 
Nixon stays in office. Nevertheless, 
it offers a political prospect beyond 
the buzz-buzz of anger, as though of 
a beehive suddenly turned over, that 
threatens 
to continue 
into 
the 
indefinite future. The only trouble 
with 
the 
turn-the-rascals- 
out 
formula is that too often in the past 
new rascals have taken their places. 


I^ast Wednesday we were turning 
the television dial and came across 
the local cable television production 
called “ The City Council Meeting. "

that some persons lived outside the 
city. He argued that if the city was 
studied by any advisory group, it 
should be an advisory group that 
lived in the city. 


Complicating the matter was the 
information that the County of Santa 
Barbara has been allocated $40,000 
for 
a 
similar 
study 
and 
Mr. 
Lefkowitz questioned whether or not 
there would be duplicity. Frankly, 
we believe there will be some. 


We have asked our City Hall 
reporter to dig into this new “ study” 
as it appears to be built on a 
bureaucratic 
basis 
that 
won’t 
produce any results for months on 
end. In a brief outline by Mr. Autry, 
it 
appears 
that 
the 
technical 
advisory committee which he now 
seeks, will be followed by a general 
city advisory committee to which 
the technical advisory committee 
w ill 
report 
along 
with 
the 
management consultants who will 
be contacted for the study. In 
addition, we will have involvement 
of 
city 
staff, 
city 
planning 
commission 
and 
certainly, 
city 
council. Meanwhile, if the County 
decides to do the same, we will have

Enough 
of 
the 
algae-eating, 
delicate-tasting, 
excellent-with- 
white-wine shellfish will survive to 
reproduce. But almost certainly not 
enough will be left to rate any kind 
of billing on the menu at your 
favorite seafood emporium. 
If the bull kelp, tne chief abalone 
nutrient, survives the warm water 
discharge in the Diablo area, in fact, 
marine biologists say they’ll have a 
heck of a time determining if 
abalone 
populations 
are 
being 
thinned out by the plant’s warm 
water discharge or just by the 
otters. 
Likely because the sea mammal’k 
political bark is still strong with the 
marine 
mammals 
protective 
organizations, nothing has been 
done to check the otters, though the 
Dept, of Fish and Game, Burge 
suggests, 
may 
recommend 
a 
management program — which 
would 
seem 
to 
suggest 
some 
hunting. 
But 
working 
through 
federal 
commissions takes time, possibly 
more than the few months this patch 
of coastline has before the invasion. 
And the tug-of-war this time could 
be between environmentalist group 
and environmentalist group 
Or should sport and commercial 
abalone 
fishermen 
be 
made 
a 
protected species? 
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
